‘ Silverheels‘ Battles Epidemic; 
Mountain Peak Named After Her 


Snuggled in a deep valley 
©f the Rockies, the town of 
Alma, Colo., was a swash­ 
buckling mining camp in the 
days of the early silver boom. 
Along its main street numer­ 
ous saloons were open 24 
hours daily to get the miners’ 
dollars. 
Dancing girls did their best 
to entertain the customers as 
they drank and played cards. 
Most of the girls were the 
fame kind of persons. All ex­ 
cept one—a mysterious bea­ 
uty who did her work well 
and yet remained apart from 
the crowds. 
No one ever k new her 
name or, if they did, it was 
soon forgotten. One day an 
admirer came in from the 
hills with a pair of silver heels 
which he made for her danc­ 
ing slippers. From then on 
the dancer became known as 
“ Silverheels.” 
It was on a day in late 
S’ ring when disaster struck 
at Alma. In the morning 
everything was normal, but 
by evening housewives and 
u :ners alike wore in the grip 
of a fear they could not cope 
with. A deadly epidemic of 
smallpox had exploded over 
the camp like a flash flood in 
the mountains. 
The next day the women 
and children able to be moved 
were sent to the nearby town 
of Fairplay. All except Silver­ 
heels. She refused to go. 
For a month the dance hall 
girl worked tirelessly day and 
n iht, nursing the sick and 
comforting the dying. Men be­ 
gan to call her “ The Angel 
of Mercy of South Park.” 
Finally the epidemic end­ 
ed. When it did, Silverheels 
disappeared. She had no 
other choice. For she, too, 
had contracted the disease. 
It had left her once beauti­ 
ful face h o r r i b l y pock­ 
marked. She was no longer 
acceptable as a dance hall 
girl. 


Nothing was heard from 


Silverheels for several years. 
And then one day a heavily 
veiled woman was seen walk­ 
ing silently among the graves 
of the plague victims. Silver­ 
heels had returned to mourn 
her friends. She made these 
visits once a year for a num­ 
ber of y e a r s. Then they 
stopped and the story of the 


Angel of Mercy became a leg 
end. 
What she did and the sacri­ 
fice she made will be forever 
honored by the peo p l e of 
these mountains. For high 
above them, pointing its pin 
nacle toward the sky, stands 
a towering 13,825 foot peak 
It is called “ Silverheels.”

Had you been one of those 
who came West in the 1850s, 
you might have come by rail 
to St. Louis and up the Mis­ 
souri River by steamboat. But 
what after that? Railroads 
across the prairies were yet to 
be built; airplanes and trucks 
and cars 
were 
not 
even 
dreamed of. 
Your only choice was a 
wagon, but there was no 
wholly satisfactory way to 
pull wagons. Horses were 
stolen by thieves; mules were 
too sluggish; oxen could be 
stampeded by Indians. 
An ex-sailor, named Thom 
as, rigged up a sail on 
wagon and drove it to Coun 
cil Grove and back, a tota 
distance of 300 miles. Was 
this the answer to the prob 
lem? 
Winds were free and strong 
and swift. Winds moved ships 
across the ocean, so why not 
the “prairie schooners,” as 
the covered 
wagons 
were 
called, across the plains? And 
the wind always blew in Kan­ 
sas—or at least so it seemed. 
A company was formed to 
build a big windwagon that 
could pull a train of wagons. 
The wagon they built was 25 
feet long, 7 feet wide, with 
wheels 12 feet in diameter. 
It had a mast 25 feet high and 
an upper deck from which it 
could be steered, while the 
other men remained below to 
raise and lower the sails as 
the navigator commanded. 
On its trial run, as the wind 
rose, the windwagon traveled 
aster and faster. The men en­ 
joyed it at first. This was trav­ 
eling as no one had ever trav­ 
eled before, and it didn’t mat­ 
ter too much that they were 
jolted about in the wagon. 
Surely this was the beginning 
of a new era in transporta­ 
tion. 
But after a while the land­ 
scape behind them began re­ 
ceding too fast. They became 
alarmed, and one by one thev 
dropped off.

shouted for lowered sails but 
there was no one left to obey 
him. The wagon ran into a 
ravine and was wrecked. 
Others tried building wind- 
wagons too. One made the 
trip to Denver in 20 days, out- 
racing a band of mounted In­ 
dians, and passing 600 teams 
on their way to the Pike’s 
Peak gold fields. 
But there were troubles. 
The speed heated the boxing 
in the wheels; axl et r ees 
broke; sudden strong gusts 
upset wagons. Sometimes the 
wind didn’t always blow in 
Kansas, leaving the wagon be­ 
calmed for days in hostile 
Indian country. 
And reluctantly the Idea 
was abandoned.

lark keeps her roofed-over 
nest well hidden by running 
through the grass a long way 
before taking wing. She does 
this so many times that soon 
there is a little path or tunnel 
through the weeds and grass 
to the nest. 


The bobolink and bobwhite 
sometimes do the same thing. 


Some birds, such as the 
sandpiper, use camouflage for 
protection. Their nests are 
mere hollows in the sand, 
with perhaps bits of grass for 
lining. The eggs, have dark 
blotches on them, much like 
the surrounding pebbles. This 
makes it very hard to find the 
sandpiper’s nest. Killdeers use 
this same protection. 
To get to the grebe’s nest 
you’d have to swim. This dark 
gray-and-white bird weaves 
stems and grasses together 
to make a little platform nest 
on the water. It is well hidden 
among the reeds and cattails 
to which it is fastened. 
A bird that builds in the 
middle of a lagoon is the 
beautiful flamingo. This bird 
builds a little cone-shaped 
island of mud. On top of the 
mound is a saucerlike depres­ 
sion for the eggs. The flam­ 
ingo watches for intruders 
from this high-perched nest. 
The red-winged blackbird’s 
nest 
is 
deep, 
bulky 
and 
strongly woven. It is fastened 
to sedge grass and reeds and 
is almost invisible as it swings 
and sways over the water. 
The gannet, a large, white 
bird with black-tipped wings, 
doesn’t really hide her nest. 
It is protected by height. It 
is almost impossible to reach 
the high cliffs w’here gannets 
choose to rear their young. 
Cliff swallows, too, build 
their clay nests high on cliffs. 
The 
kingfisher 
uses 
its 
sharp bill and short, strong 
legs to dig a hole in the sandy 
bank of a stream for its hide­ 
out. This tunnel, which is 
about 3 to 4 inches in diam­ 
eter, leads to its nest. 
One little bird that chooses 
a most unusual spot for a 
nest is the dipper, or ouzel. 
It likes to build its moss-cov­ 
ered nest behind a waterfall, 
and flies right through the 
water to get to the nest. 
The cowbird depends al­ 
most entirely on other birds 
for protection. This bird sel­ 
dom builds a nest at all. In­ 
stead, she w’aits until she gets 
a chance to lay her eggs in 
another bird’s nest. Other 
birds raise the cowbirds along 
with their own babies. 
These are only a few of 
the many hide-outs used by 
the birds. Look for them and 
for other hide-outs this com­ 
ing summer, but don’t go too 
near a nest. 
You don’t want to frighten 
the feathered creatures away 
from their young.

Hospitality has alway s seemed to come easy to Americans 
We'v e been getting acq u ainted with the neighbors, entertaining 
v isitors and leav ing the lateh-string ou t ev er since the first settler 
roasted a tu rkey and fou nd it worth sharing. 
In colonial Virginia it was not u ncommon, we u nderstand, for 
a gentleman to seek strangers op the road to inv ite them home as 
gu ests. 
I ’m afraid we’re not q u ite that cordial today . 
One Chris­ 
topher Marshall of Philadelphia boasted in his 17 7 8 diary that his 
hou se was "a constant resort of comers and goers who seldom go 
away with dry lips and hu ngry bellies.” 
Bu t Citizen Marshall did 
not hav e to do the cooking. 
That was Mrs. Marshall’s endless job. The 18 th centu ry hostess 
not only cooked, baked and cleaned, she also m ade cider, bu tter 
and cheeses, ran the garden, spu n thread and wov e fabrics, m anu ­ 
factu red soap and candles, made the family ’s clothes (inclu ding 
her hu sband’s shirts), knit the stockings, and raised an enormou s 
family . 
(No wonder she welcomed a rip-rcaring corn hu sking or 
an apple coring bee for commu nity fu n—it m eant getting ou t of 
some w ork !) 
Stores were few7 and far between ex cept in the big cities. Bu t 
that, didn’t seem lo hinder'the indomitable homemaker. 
One re 
port tells of a New7 Hampshire farm woman who had to make her 
mince pies entirely ou t of w hat she had in the larder. 
She su e 
ceeded—with bear’s meat and dried pu mpkins, sweetened with 
maple su gar. 
Corn meal for the cru st. 
(And y ou can’t get any 
of that any more! ) 
Hospitality , althou gh generou s, was demanding. 
With kettles 
often holding 35 gallons, and iron pots weighing 40 pou nds, the 
woman who had to whip u p a simple afternoon tea in the fireplace 
m u st hav e faced a staggering task. 
Yet a dinner gu est in Ben F ranklin’s time wou ld find it entirely 
in order to hav e his Qu aker hostess serv e du cks, hams, chickens, 
beef, pig, tarts, creams, cu stards, jellies, trifles, floating islands, 
beer, porter, pu nch, wine to list a few. 
Hospitality was on the 
grand scale. 
The basic packaged produ cts we take for granted today —if they 
ex isted at all—were rarely store-bou ght u p to the early 18 00’s. 
Take something simple like soap. 
You made y ou r own. 
Right 
thiou gh the w inter y ou stored all the refu se grease from the fam ­ 
ily cooking in tu bs and barrels. 
You also sav ed wood ashes u ntil 
soap-making time arriv ed. 
Then y ou filled a tu b with ashes. 
Dripped w ater into it u ntil ly e began to filter ou t of the base. You 
collected this first ru n and did it ov er and ov er u ntil the ly e got 
stronger. 
More ashes. 
More water. 
Then y ou boiled the grease 
and ly e together in a big pot ov er a roaring fire. 
Resu lt: soap. 
Not to mention fatigu e. 
(Try fitting in a P-TA meeting after a 
day like that!) 
Ev en into the 39 th centu ry , the hospitable homemaker's lot w7as 
far from merry . 
Stov es were cru de. 
Candles and lamps were in­ 
efficient. 
Refrigeration—or rather the lack of it—was the hou se­ 
wife’s despair. 
In 18 63 an Iowa settler’s wife wrote to her family in Denmark 
that it was almost impossible to preserv e bu tter ou t on her farm 
ex cept by pou ring brine ov er it. 
Ev en bacon had to be preserv ed 
the same way . As for milk, what y ou didn’t drink immediately had 
to he fed to the pigs. 
As the 19 th centu ry rolled on. howev er, American hou sewiv es 
began to find shopping easier. 
Between peddlers and stores, more 
and more produ cts became av ailable. 
Bu t staple branded con­ 
v eniences, labor-sav ing dev ices and home appliances had to wait 
for broad-scale manu factu ring and the age of electricity . 
Today ’s homemaker is a do-it-y ou rself specialist in cleaning, 
cooking and serv ing. She keeps hou se and entertains gu ests with 
an airy lightness that wou ld m ake her ancestors env iou s. 
Pack­ 
aged foods, hou sehold produ cts and mechanical aids make all this 
possible. 
Fu rthermore, the lady of the hou se not only goes to the 
store bu t also enjoy s hav ing the store come to her ju dging by the 
v ariou s “party plans” in ex istence today . 
Bu t whatev er the occasion, there will alway s be the same cheer­ 
fu l hospitality and friendly w arm th Americans hav e been showing 
for more than 300 y ears. 
As for bear’s meat mince pies, I think today ’s hou sewife will 
remain faithfu l to conv entional 19 62 recipes.

But 
the meaning is usually limited 
to a group of household cleaners 
that 
perform equally 
well 
in 
either hard or soft w ater with­ 
out forming a curd. 
You'll find the word detergent 
on every can and box of such 
products, but the cakes of sy n­ 
thetic detergent canno t quickly 
bo 
identified 
except 
by 
such 
promotional phrases as “leaves 
no bathtub ring” and “lathers 
easily in hardest w ater.” 
There are two ty pes of deter­ 
gents, o r sy ndets, as they are 
often called. These are the light- 
duty and the all-purpose kinds. 
Usually the advertising claims 
for 
light-duty 
sy ndets 
are 
limited to dishwashing and to 
cleaning 
lightly 
soiled, 
fine 
fabrics while the claims for the 
all-purpose 
sy ndets 
stress 
ef­ 
fectiveness in cleaning the fam ­ 
ily 
wash,

m any surfaces in the home. 
Because the all-purpose sy n­ 
dets have alkali added to them, 
they 
may dull the 
colors

fabrics, weaken wool and silk 
fibers, and take oil from y our 
hands.

Time fo r Repairs 
When the t ’hairs 
Begin to Squeak

Aside from being a sou rce of 
embarrassment, 
c h a i r s 
that 
squeak and rock when folks sit 
on them are u nsafe. 
W henever it is apparent that 
a chair has a loose ru ng or 
weakened joint, retire it lrom 
active u se u ntil it is repaired. 
If a ru ng is loose, remove it 
and re-glu e it. 
Remove all the 
old 
glu e 
from 
su rfaces. 
I ’se 
sandpaper or a file. 
A rou nd 
file will clean ou t the hole in 
which the ru ng fits. 
Fit Tight 
Chances are that glu ing alone 
will not be su fficient. T he size 
of the ru ng end will have to tie 
increased for a tight fit. 
Saw a notch in the end of the 
ru ng. 
Make a small wedge of 
hardwood and place it in the 
notch. Apply glu e to all su rfaces 
and allow to become tacky be­ 
fore joining the parts. 
Ex pand Hung 
When the ru ng is inserted the 
wedge will force the end of the 
ru ng to ex pand, making a tight­ 
er fit. 
If ex cess glu e squ eezes 
ou t of the joint, wipe u p qu ick­ 
ly with damp cloth. 
Another method of tightening 
a loose ru ng is to u se ru ng fast­ 
eners—bits of metal that have 
cleats that bite into both parts 
of the chair. 
Ro pe Clamp 
Once you ’ve 
glu ed 
a 
joint, 
clamp it tightly. 
While there 
are special clamps for this pu r­ 
pose, light rope or heavy twine 
will work well. 
W rap the rope 
arou nd the part tha t’s repaired 
and arou nd an opposite leg sev­ 
eral times. Use a dowel rod or 
scrap of wood to insert between 
the strands of rope. 
Twist to 
tighten as you wou ld a tou rni­ 
qu et. 
The 
chair 
shou ld 
remain 
clamped or tied at least 24 hou rs 
while the glu e-dries. 
The glu e will set best in n 
w arm room, abou t 70 degrees or 
better. 
You may want to repair more 
than one joint at one time. 
If 
others seem a little weak it 
might ho wise to loosen them 
completely and re-glu e. 
Rock­ 
ing the chair, or tapping with a 
wooden 
mallet 
will 
separate 
ru ngs withou t damage. 
If you 
are taking a 
chair 
apart, nu mber the parts so that 
they will fit properly when re­ 
assembled. 
Write the nu mbers 
on bits of adhesive or masking 
tape. 
Seat frame joints can he re­ 
inforced with inside com er angle 
braces. 
Those are metal braces 
that are fastened with screws. 
Or cu t com er blocks to fit and 
glu e tor u se glu e and screw s) 
in place. 
A wobbly chair can often be 
strengthened by pu lling all fou r 
com ers together with wire and 
a tu rnbu ckle. 
Under the seat, 
where they can’t he seen, place 
screw’ eyes in all fou r corners. 
Fasten two pieces of wire, one 
along each side, to the screw' 
eyes. 
Leave enou gh slack so 
that they pass throu gh the eves 
of the tu rnbu ckle. Then tighten.

President Cites Goal 
The President said the economy 
has regained momentum b ut “ re-

Kennedy appealed to Congress 
for support of his trade program 
under which he seeks power to 
negotiate tariff cuts up to 50 per 
cent on some groups of products 
and elimination of the tariff on 
others.

Some birds, such 
as the 
sandpiper, use camouflage for 
protection. Their nests are 
mere hollows in the sand, 
with perhaps bits of grass for 
lining. The eggs, have dark 
blotches on them, much like 
the surrounding pebbles. This 
makes it very hard to find the 
sandpiper s nest. Killdeers use 
this same protection. 


To get to the grebe’s nest 
you’d have to swim. This dark 
gray-and-whitc b i r d weaves 
stems and 
grasses together 
to make a little platform nest 
on the water. It is well hidden 
among the reeds and cattails 
to which it is fastened. 
A bird that builds in the 
middle of a lagoon is the 
beautiful flamingo. This bird 
builds 
a 
little 
cone-shaped 
island of mud. On top of the 
mound is a saucerize depres­ 
sion for the eggs. The flam­ 
ingo watches 
for 
intruders 
from this high-perched nest. 


The red-w inged blackbird s 
nest 
is 
deep,

strongly woven. It is fastened 
to sedge grass and reeds and 
is almost invisible as it swings 
and sways over the water. 


The gannet, a large, white 
bird with black-tipped wings, 
doesn’t really hide her nest. 
It is protected by height. It 
is almost impossible to reach 
the high cliffs where gannets 
choose to rear their young. 


Cliff swallows, too, build 
their clay nests high on cliffs. 


The 
kingfisher 
uses

sharp bill and short, strong 
legs to dig a hole in the sandy 
bank of a stream for its hide­ 
out. 
This tunnel, 
which is 
about 3 to 4 inches in diam­ 
eter, leads to its nest. 


One little bird that chooses 
most unusual spot for a 
nest is the dipper, or ouzel. 
It likes to build its moss-cov­ 
ered nest behind a waterfall, 
and flies right through the 
water to get to the nest. 


The cowbird 
depends al­ 
most entirely on other birds 
for protection. This bird sel­ 
dom builds a nest at all. In- 
stead, she waits until she gets 
a chance to lay her eggs in 
another 
bird’s 
nest. 
Other 
birds raise the cowbirds along 
with their own babies. 


These are only a few of 
the many hide-outs used by 
the birds. Look for them and 
for other hide-outs this com­ 
ing summer, but don’t go too 
near a nest.

Getting Acquainted— Past and Present 


Hospitality has always seemed to come easy to Americans. 
W e’ve been getting acquainted with the neighbors, entertaining 
visitors and leaving the latch-string out ever since the first settler 
roasted a turkey and found it worth sharing. 
In colonial Virginia it was not uncommon, we understand, for 
a gentleman to seek strangers op the road to invite them home as 
guests. 
I ’m afraid we’re not quite that cordial today. 
One Chris­ 
topher Marshall of Philadelphia boasted in his 1778 diary that his 
house was “ a constant resort of comers and goers who seldom go 
away with dry lips and hungry bellies.” 
But Citizen Marshall did 
not have to do the cooking. 
That was Mrs. Marshall’s endless job. The 18th century hostess 
not only cooked, baked and cleaned, she also made cider, butter 
and cheeses, ran the garden, spun thread and wove fabrics, manu­ 
factured soap and candles, made the family’s Clothes (including 
her husband’s shirts), knit the stockings, and raised an enormous 
family. 
(No wonder she welcomed a rip-rcaring corn husking or 
an apple coring bee for community fun—it meant getting out of 
some w ork!) 
Stores were few' and far between except in the big cities. But 
that didn’t seem lo hinder the indomitable homemaker. 
One re­ 
port tells of a New Hampshire farm woman who had to make her 
mince pies entirely out of what she had in the larder. 
She suc­ 
ceeded -with bear’s meat and dried pumpkins, sweetened with 
maple sugar. 
Corn meal for the crust. 
(And you can’t get any 
of that anymore!) 
Hospitality, although generous, was demanding. 
W ith kettles 
often holding 15 gallons, and iron pots weighing 40 pounds, the 
woman who had to whip up a simple afternoon tea in the fireplace 
must have faced a staggering task. 
Yet a dinner guest in Ben Franklin’s time would find it entirely 
in order to have his Quaker hostess serve ducks, hams, chickens, 
beef, pig, tarts, creams, custards, jellies, trifles, floating islands, 
beer, porter, punch, wine to list a few’. 
Hospitality was on the 
grand scale. 
The basic packaged products we take for granted today—if they 
existed at all—-were rarely store-bought up to the early 1800’s. 
Take something simple like soap. 
You made your own. 
Right 
thiough the winter you stored all the refuse grease from the fam­ 
ily cooking in tubs and barrels. 
You also saved wood ashes until 
soap-making time arrived. 
Then you filled a tub with ashes. 
Dripped water into it until lye began to filter out of the base. You 
collected this first run and did it over and over until the lye got 
stronger. 
More ashes. 
More water. 
Then you boiled the grease 
and lye together in a big pot over a roaring fire. 
Result: soap. 
Not to mention fatigue. 
(Try fitting in a P-TA meeting after a 
day like that!) 
Even into the 19th century, the hospitable homemaker’s lot was 
far from merry- 
Stoves were crude. 
Candles and lamps were in­ 
efficient. 
Refrigeration—or rather the lack of it—was the house­ 
wife’s despair. 
In 1863 an Iowa settler s wife wrote to her family in Denmark 
that it was almost impossible to preserve butter out on hor farm 
except by pouring brine over it. 
Even bacon had to be preserved 
the same w ay. As for milk, w hat you didn’t drink immediately had 
to be fed to the pigs. 
As the 19th century rolled on. however, American housewives 
began to find shopping rasier. 
Between peddlers and stores, more 
and more products became available. 
But staple branded con­ 
veniences, labor-saving devices and home appliances had to wait 
for broad-scale manufacturing and the age of electricity. 
Today’s homemaker is a do-it-yourself specialist in cleaning, 
cooking and serving. She keeps house and entertains guests with 
an airy lightness that would make her ancestors envious. 
Pack­ 
aged foods, household products and mechanical aids make all this 
passible. 
Furthermore, the lady of the house not only goes to the 
| store but also enjoys having the store come to her judging by the 
various ‘ party plans” in existence today. 
But whatever the occasion, there will always be the same cheer- 
I ful hospitality and friendly warmth Americans have been showing 
for more than 300 years. 
As for bear’s meat mince pies. I think today’s housewife will 
remain faithful to conventional 1962 recipes.

A round 
fil« will clean out the hole in 
which the rung fits. 
P it Tight 
Chances are that gluing alone 
will not be sufficient. 
The size 
of the rung end will have to be 
increased for a tight fit. 
Saw- a notch in the end of the 
rung. 
M ake a small wedge of 
hardwood and place it in the 
notch. Apply glue to all surfaces 
and allow to become tacky be­ 
fore joining the parts. 
Expand Kung 
W hen the rung is inserted the 
wedge will force the end of the 
rung to expand, m aking a tig h t­ 
er fit.
